PACK B.N.A. SALE—DEC. 6th AT 
HARMER ROOKE’S 

The first session of this sale, covering 
only Canada and Newfoundland, brought 
out a fine attendance of specialists in the 
group—all “top ranking” collectors of this 
field were there in person or were repre- 
sented by agents. 

The appearance of a newcomer, here- 
tofore only interested in United States, 
foretold the fact that new records—and 
plenty of them—would be made during 
the afternoon. 

A brief resume of prices realized fol- 
lows:—3p laid—singles at $42.00 and $51.00. 
6p laid—singles at priies ranging from $45 
to $165.00 for Jot number 13. Pairs, all 
with described faults at $75.00 to $160.00 
for No. 22. The grand vertical pair of 12D 
—lot No. 26—sold for the price of $7,500. 

The 3p 'woves" were in a class with 
themselves. A glorious single copy. with 
marginal imprint, catalog $6.00, sold for 
$97.50. Pairs averaged well over: $50.00 
with $190.00 top. Mint block with several 
faults, $450.00; mint vertical pair, ribbed 
paper, cat. $300.00, sold for $1,000.00. The 
6p group here also outshone itself, the 
cheapest ‘being $39.00 and climbing from 
there to $170.00 for the top copy. Six 
copies of the $35.00 variety ‘brought a 
total of $469.00 The 10p group brought ex- 
cellent though not as fantastic prices as 
some of the other groups. 

In the !5p group a glorious single copy 
mint with re-entry topped $160.00: other 
singles at $35.00, - $37.50. Vertically rib- 
bed ‘block of six with minor faults $475.00. 
The outstanding 7144p green, a superb un- 
used pair sold for $1,300.00 and the others 
of this group at good prices. Compared 
with the 6p group, however, they sold at 
very low prices, for there can be no com- 
parison between the scarcity of the two 
numbers. 

The 6p thick soft paper, $10, sold well. 
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An unused copy at $535.00; a used superb 
at $270.00; others at $140, $145, 155, and 
an excellent cover at $460.00. 

The perforated issues held up very well, 
the outstanding item there being a 6p on 
cover which sold for $625.00 or five times 
normal catalogue value. 

In the 1859 issue the 1c mint block of 
four sold at $90.00; the 5c mint block, 
$125.00; used block of four, $80.00; an ir- 
regular block of seven, one stamp with 
re-entry sold at $300.00. The 10c black 
brown on cover $350.00; the 1214c mint 
block at $130.00. The imperforate blocks 
made new highs—the 1c at $110.00: 5c at 
$150.00; 1215c at $350.00; and a 17c at 
$560.00: 2c rose at $190.00; several of these 
had minor faults or were cut close, etc. 

There were none of the 1868 issue as Mr. 
Pack had given his magnificent collect- 
ion of this issue to the Collectors Club- 
several years ago. 

Little was included in subsequent issues 
in this sale. A mint block of 3e carmine 
red No. 37a sold at $160.00. Mint blocks 
of the Jubilees, all with minor faults, 
chiefly thinnings sold at $115.00 for the 
one dollar; $250.00 for the $3.00; $250.00 
for the $4.00: $355.00 for the $5.00. The 
Port Hoods, much despised by many, and 
rightly so, brought $875.00 for four items. 
A very fine mint block of 50c Edward 
brought $170.00—a bit of a new record we 
should think. 

The Newfoundlands likewise held up 
strong, but space does not permit our 
mentioning same. All told the 291 lots 
brought $50.000.00, an average of $171.00.

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A Fascinating First Flight “Find”

that opened such spots as  White- 


Few features of philately are more 
fascinating than the “story behind 
the story" of those dauntless pion- 
eers who, under handicaps our mod- 
ern aviators would find appalling, 
hurled their “early machines" into 


the air to open skyways to previously 
inaccessible parts of the world. 
Canada’s aeronautie history is rich 
in such stories; some of which have 
been told; many more of which re- 
main to be unfolded. It has recently 
been my good fortune to unearth a 
new and interesting sidelight to the 
history of the Yukon Airways flights 





horse, Mayo, Dawson, Careross and 
Atlin to air travel and aerial mail. 
Jarrett's narrative on this subject 
is “required reading" for all students 
of Canadian pioneer flights. Says 


Jarrett: 

“The monoplane 
Yukon’, a sister of Col. Charles Lind- 
bergh’s plane, intended for use in the 


‘Queen of the 


Yukon, arrived in Vancouver on 
September 27th, 1927, after a flight 
from Los Angeles which included 
numerous stops en route. The mach- 
ine, piloted by A. D. Cruicshanks,

former Royal Air Force Lieutenant, 
carried four passengers, including 
one woman and an infant. It was lat- 
er shipped north to link up White- 
horse, Mayo, Dawson and other Yuk- 
On points during the winter, fitted 
with skis. Ordinarily it takes twelve 
to fourteen days to carry the mail 
between Whithorse and Dawson dur- 
ing the winter, but the use of a plane 
cuts this to five hours. 

“The story of the first mail-carry- 
ing flight is one of adventure and 
hardship. Navigating his plane 
through temperatures at times as 
low as 40 degrees below zero, Pilot 
Andrew Cruickshanks on November 
th, 1927, carried the mail from 
Whitehorse to Mayo and Dawson, 
Alaska, a distance of more than 500 
miles, in four hours and a half. The 
plane was a Ryan monoplane made 


by the B. F. Mahoney Corp. of San 
Diego, Calif. Dog sled stations are 
maintained along the route in case 


of forced landing. The trip takes over 
two weeks by dog sled, incurring 
even greater dangers than making it 
by air." 

Thus the basic facts. Now for 
new information: 

There have come into my  posses- 
sion, by a stroke of rather unusual 
luck, some copies of a six page news- 
paper, The Whitehorse Star, dated 
April 13, 1928, and published in 
Whitehorse by Editor J. D. Skinner— 
said to be the editor of the only 
newspaper in Canada run entirely by 
one man, at that time. 

No matter what his standing as an 
editor, sans pareil, Editor Skinner is, 
or was, a man of foresight and ac- 
umen. It is because of him that we 
have a historial document of exceed- 
ing interest—a special edition of the 
Whitehorse Star, not only dated pro- 
perly, but actually carried on the 


the 
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First (Flight from Whitehorse to Car- 
cross and Atlin, and return, post- 
marked both Whitehorse and Car- 
cross, stamped “POSTAGE PAID”, 
and franked with the 25c blue stamp 
of the Yukon Airways & Exploration 
Co.! 

The front page of this tabloid 
newspaper is reproduced in the illust- 
ration. Since the diminished repro- 
duction may not render the print 
legible, let us skim the highlights of 
the paper’s contents: 

Above the banner is imprinted the 
legend: “Queen of the Yukon first 
flight to Careross, Yukon.” The ban- 
ner reads, “Carcross and Atlin Have 
First Visit From Airship! / Queen of 
the Yukon First Plane to Visit Im- 
portant Northern Towns”. The body 
of the lead story tells practically 
everything Jarrett told us, but in in- 
finitely greater detail. For instance, 
selecting paragraphs at randoom: 

“The Queen flew from the factory 
to Vancouver. From Vancouver to 
Skagway she came on the Canadian 
Pacific Steamship Princes Alice, and 
again she flew over the Summit from 
Skagway to Whitehorse. 

“The Queen landed on the aviation 
field at Whitehorse at 9.35 a. m. on 
Tuesday, October 25th. 

“Two successful round trips were 
made to Mayo, Keno and Dawson. 
On the third trip north, in 40 below 
weather, the Queen was forced down 
because of the oil—On Wednesday, 
April 4th, she hopped off again for 
Mayo, Keno and Dawson on an im- 
portant flight, returning to White- 
horse on Tuesday, 10th. 

“The first visit of an airship to 
Careross and Atlin will go down in 
history as one of the outstanding 
events in the many interesting exper- 
iences of these two towns. Something 
by which to mark this unusual and

“Nothing more appropriate for 
such a purpose could be found than a 
copy of The Whitehorse Star, carried 
by air to Carcross and Atlin on the 
flieht—This copy made the trip by 
air and bears the stamp of the offices 
through which it .passed. Every 
copy making the flight bears the 


stamp and sticker of the Yukon Air- 


ways and Exploration Company.” 


Owners of this historic document 
will find much other reading matter 
on the six pages to warrent their at- 
tention. On Page 2 appears an editor- 
ial entitled: THE OLD ORDER 
CHANGETH, telling the time differ- 
ential between airflight and the old 
ways of reaching Yukon points. 
Pictured is the Greenfield & Picker- 
ing Royal Mail Stage which hauled 
mail to Dawson, Mayo and Keno 
over the winter trail. 

Page 3 advertises, among other 
things, hotel accomodations for *min- 
ers, prospectors, hunters, tourists.” 
A gift shop offers “nugget jewellry”! 
Page 4 sounds a warning tocsin in 
revealing that on April 10th, 1928, 
“France and the United States have 
agreed to submit immediately their 
diplomatie correspondence on the 
proposals for a multilateral treaty 
renouncing war, to Britain, Germany, 
Italy and Japan.” 

Page 5 carries a long epic poem, 
“The Log of the Yukon", while the 
last page gives local news. 

All in all this is a document 
worthy of display in any collection, 
and one which adds a real and vital 
chapter to Canadian philatelic re- 
search. Future cataloguists of Can- 
adian first flights should certainly 
include a postmarked copy of this 
historic issue of The Whitehorse Star 
in their listings. 


We thank Mr. W. H. Howes, a Saskat- 
chewan correspondent, for a copy of R. 
U.C.E. Magazine, a small publication that 
is new to us but issued some years ago at 
Birtle, Man., with J. C. Carwright, secre- 
tary for the club it represented. We would 
be glad to have more information in re- 
gard to this item and club—such as date 
and length of life.

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Portraits on Canadian Stamps 
By CHARLES A. WRIGHT

The 12-cent Canadian postage 
stamp No. 156 pictures Quebec 


Bridge. This massive structure is not 
located at Quebec, but spans the St. 
Lawrence River just above the mouth 
of the Chaudiere, about seven miles 
west of Quebec City. 

Several years past, the author ac- 
compained by a friend, enjoyed a tour 
of La Province de Quebec and observ- 
ed with a growng interest several of 
the originals portrayed on the stamps 
of Canada. 

We motored down the beautiful 
Chaudiere Valley to Charny and just 
beyond caught a glimpse of the St. 


Lawrence River. Turning left, we 
erossed the  Chaudiere Bridge and 
drove up the south shore, looking 


eagerly ahead to catch our first sight 
of the Quebec Bridge.  Suddenly— 
there it was. 


Its intricate steelwork painted 
olive green; the length of the bridge 
and its height above the water far 
exceeded our expectations. There is 
a slight raise as you mount the south 
approach, then you are on the level, 
narrow roadbed which is the centre 
lane of the bridge; on each side is a 
railroad track. 

Far ahead we saw another auto- 
mobile entering the north end of the 
bridge. As we approached this car 
at the centre span, it did not seem 
possble to pass it. But, I reasoned, 
there should be plenty of width for 
two autos to meet and pass. 

Already my right-hand tires were 
rubbing the retaining wall. I throt- 


tled the big car down to less than 
eight miles per hour and kept 
straight on. As the cars met I 


squinted by the left-hand front fen- 
der—there was all of eight inches 
to spare! 

Toll Was Fifty Cents 


A short distance beyond the north 
end of the bridge is the  tollhouse, 
manned by several attendants in uni- 
form. The toll was fifty cents. The 
attendant greeted us in French; but 
when I replied in English he quickly 
followed suit.. Among other facts, he 
stated that if we were to recross the 


bridge before midnight there would 


be no further charge; then he handed 
us a ticket with the date and hour 
indicated by punch marks. 

Jotted down in my note book are 
the following facts relative to the 
Quebec Bridge: 





. Corner stone of north pillar laid 
in 1900 by Sir Wilfred Laurier 
(stamp Nos. 144 and 147). 


In 1907 the structure collapsed— 
82 persons were killed. 

1910-14, bridge rebuilt. 

1916, central span fell. 

Just a year later the central span 
was hoisted into position. 

October 1917—First train crossed 
bridge. 

September, 
ration held. 

Total length of bridge: 3,240 feet 

Total width::88 feet. 

Height above concrete pillars: 310 
feet. 

Length of central span: 640 feet. 

Length of cantilever: 1,800 feet. 

Height of central span above high 
tide is about 150 feet. 

Weight of central span; 5,510 tons. 

A total of 66,480 tons of metal was 
used in the construction of this 
bridge. 

Total cost of bridge; $25,000,000. 

The above specifications were 
gathered from the study of guide- 
books and questioning Official Tour- 
ist Guides. 

So here we were: safe over and 
headed for Quebec, the city that fair- 
ly oozes glamorous military history.

I don't know whether to call this 
item *Signs of the Times" or just 
“Minutia” but "Stamps" for  Dec- 
ember 2nd came with staples hold- 
ing its pages together. Then along 
comes the issue of December 9th 
with one staple. What I want to 
know is whether the issue of  Dec- 
ember 2nd was a legitimate error. 
At long last Holmes Canadian 
Handbook and Catalogue comes to 
hand. No doubt much will already 
have been said about the book by the 
time this gets into print. From time 
to time I wil have comments on its 
contents. The general makeup of the 
book seems really on the superb side 
for a wartime product. A first im- 
pression comment would be that the 
lack of postmark information is a 
startling omission. Collectors will 
still have to depend on the _ scarce 
Jarrett books for this information. 


I am interested to see in Dr. Holmes’ 
book a section on Canadian philatel- 
ie literature but magazines only are 
covered. I may also say that the 
chapter on machine cancellations is 
well done and long overdue. Some 
of the boys I know will have a lot 
of fun with this information and I 
hope to be able to add a touch here 
and there myself. In fact I have al- 
ready pencilled out some amend- 
ments. 

Every Canadian specialist will 
wonder at the inclusion of some 
items and the omission of others. To 
all such I would recommend that 
they read again the opening  par- 
agraph of the editor's preface. 

I now hear that Boggs’ long con- 
templated book on “Canada” is to 
run to two volumes with one about 
ready. 

From time to time I have listed 
“Old time stuff” but this item, I 
think, takes the cake with the cur- 
rant. In “The Stamp Collector's 
Magazine” for April, 1865, Young & 
Stockall, 17 South Castle St, Liver- 
pool, England, advertise as follows:

Then evidently be- 
cause things were not moving very 
fast, Young & Stockall cut the price 
to Twenty shilllings. Ho Hum. 

Last month I listed two old ad- 
vertisements by Canadian stamp 
dealers. Due to my own indefatigable 
efforts. I have now located an older 
one, and here it is: In the Boys Own 
Magazine of August 1863 John L. 
Hardman, Box 519, Montreal, Que., 
advertises as a dealer and says he 
has a price list. To anyone who can 
move the date back any further than 
that I will make a nice philatelic 
presentation, and no foolin’. Also, I 
would be glad of any information 
about Mr. Hardman.

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The Holmes Handbook 


Holmes Handbook and Catalogue of 
Canada and B.N.A.: Edited and published 
by L. Seale Holmes, M.D., London, Canada. 
443 pp. Price $5.25, Victoria Stamp Comp- 
any, London Ontario, and other appoint- 
ed distributors. 


After long-time and irritating delay to 
the publisher, the Dr. Holmes Handbook 
and Catalogue of Canada and B.N.A. made 
its appearance in mid-December, just in 
time for Christmas reading. 


Dr. Holmes, in the past has published a 
number of catalogues on Canada and B. 
N. A. With this issue he states in his 
foreword that he has “Added a brief sect- 
ion, told somewhat in the style of a story, 
on many facts dealing with the Post Of- 
fice and its products", and that he has 
endeavoured to bring together in a com- 
pact form many features of the collecting 
of Canadian and British North America 
Postal and Revenue matters. He has en- 
deavoured to deal in chronalogical sequ- 
ence, wherever possible, with all phases of 





philatelic “Canadiana” except precancels, 
and notes that to deal even fairly 
thoroughly with all details associated 


with the subjects of his book would take 
several volumes. 


The book divides 246 pages to the hand- 
book section and 197 to the catalogue. We 
like the easy reading narrative style of 
the handbook portion which gives the 
story of the Canada Post-Office growth 
and service, and among a few things we 
wish to mention are the listing of Gover- 
nors of Upper Canada; chronology of 
early Ontario towns; inter-commuication 
and bibiography; early town postal mark- 
ings; Canadian Philaelic Literature; Can- 
cellations for Canadian philatelic events, 
etc., etc. 


Dr. Holmes purchased the copyright for 
the Jarrett 1929 B.N.A. book, and it is 
noteworthy that the description used in 
the Holmes book for many of the early 
Canadian varieties is as used in the Jar- 
rett book,—a tribute to the excellence of 
Mr. Jarrett’s work. Of course the Holmes 
ibook was not designed to replace the 
famous and scarce Jarrett book, but rat- 
her for the telling of the story, (as said 
before), in the Doctors own easy narrat- 
ive style, as well as cover issues since 
1929—date of the Jarrett book—and bring 
together a number of features not here- 
tofore incorporated in book form. Many 
illustrations are used in the book, but 
not as profusely as the Jarrett ‘book, 
which developed cancellations to a great 
degree. 

The copyright notation in the Holmes 
book reads 1943 which was the date to 
which handbook Mss. had been prepared 
and placed with printers and was obvious- 
ly the publication date anticipated, but 
owing to wartime difficulties in the 
printing and book-binding trades the 
book was greatly delayed, thus there are 


developments of the past year that could 
have been recorded in the book. 

The catalogue portion of the book was 
the last to go to press and quotations 
have been revised up to a late date. 

Of the catalogue section we will be 
brief. Merit of previous Holmes catalogues 
is known to many. Needless to say this 
last is much larger and introduces con- 
siderable new material, among which are 
listings of Canadian Railway Pictorial 
post  cards—C.P.R., C.N.R., Canadian 
Northern Railway and Grand 'Trunk Rail- 
way; also Official Pictorial cards—all of 
which will be interesting to many. 

Air mail fans will be interested in the 
listings of both pionerr, semi-official and 
official air flights. The revenue fan is al- 
so well provided for in the attention giv- 
en to revenues. 

All told this handbook and catalogue of 
Early Canada, Provinces and Newfound- 
land postal and revenue emissions should 
be in the hands of all collectors of Phil- 
atelic Canadiana. 


JOINS FATHER'S BUSINESS

Only 
four members were absent. Two visitors 
were present. Another Christmas party 
meeting was scheduled for 12th December 
but this had to be cancelled in the morn- 
ing by phone. It was the day Hamilton- 
ians woke up to find over two feet of 
snow, and drifts. No cans could run—no 
busses for two days, no street cars. No one 
could get to his work that day, and the 
children couldn’t get to their schools. 

At the meeting on 28th of November 
there was a large auction and some very 
keen bidding. One item was a block of 
six, 10-cents brownish-red of the small 
cents issue of Queen Victoria, Ottawa 
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printings. It was a lovely block on a tick- 
et or label, well-centred, and not too 
hcavily cancelled. By time bidding reach- 
ed $4.00 the donor was about to raise it 
$1.00 but didn't need to. At $6.00, bidding 
cut to two bidders at a dollar each bid, 
until it reached $12.00. Mr. Barney Mar- 
sales got it, and the runner-up was Mr. 
Rankin, lateiy of New York City. But it 
was a lovely piece and rare in the condit- 
ion mentioned. Many other choice items 
were auctioned and very good prices were 
maintained. 

The host for the evening staged a com- 
petition called a Modern Quiz. This con- 
tained many questions, not only of 
stamps but of timely questions and 
geographical points. As all stamp collect- 
ors are generally good at geography, it 
wasn’t too hard. This took the place of a 
philatelic paper. At the close of auction, 
refreshments were served in another room. 


.TORONTO POST OFFICE BEGINNINGS.. 

‘According to a story in this paper, Dec- 
ember issue, the “The Postal Journal of 
Canada” in a recent story on the post of- 
fice known as Toronto, was without 
knowledge regarding the beginnings of 
the Toronto Post Office. 

Permit me to suggest that reference be 
made to “Popular Stamps” for April 1944, 
page 8, to the story by F. W. Campbell 
captioned “York Postmarks”’. I think the 
Campbell story, based on a-study of the 
record, is quite clear that what is now 
Toronto was in 1799 known as York, and 
that this place then had a post office. 

William Wilcox, according to the record, 
was the York postmaster. The first Mont- 
real postmaster might have been the 
same Wilcox, but that is not clear to the 
record seen by this writer. 

York, in its postal sense, had a straight 
line town mark in 1813, and Toronto, in 
straight line format, is known for 1819. 
However the York, in straight line is 
known as late as 1822. (Go on, and tell 
me this is another York? And at the same 
time clarify the mark 'Port Hope" in its 
relation to York). 

York, Campbell says, changed its name 
to Toronto in 1834, and he says “another 
York existed then and still exists, near 
Hamilton.” As one who has just compiled

a list of Canada—Newfoundland markings 
and who knows the Montreal, York and 
other earlies, the correct comment is 
"Why doesn’t someone tell us these 
things?'. 

Then, says Campbell, ‘another Toronto 
existed where Port Hope now is” and this 
pace was formerly known as Smith's 
Creek. 

Obviously, the present city of Toronto 
has a very unusual postal history. And if 
some kind reader tells me all the facts, 
in correct order, these will be transmitted 
to the Toronto Stamp Club. They might 
want to know.

Corbeil's Private Postal Service 


From “The Stamps of British 
North America", Staebler, 1892. 


In 1889 the Canadian Government 
issued an Order-in-Council raising 
the rate of postage on city drop let- 
ters from one to two cents. This or- 
der was received with a great deal of 
dissatisfaction, especially among 
merchants in the larger cities. It 
was this that led to the issue of the 
Corbeil Local, of Montreal. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the circular sent 
out to the leading merchants by the 
proprietor of the post: 


Bell Telephone No. 2463 
Private Posta] Service 


Sir,—In order to reduce the 
Extra charges by the Postal 
authorities for the City Delivery, 
we have concluded to open an 
Office for the delivery of letters 
at One Cent Each, for which 
we will issue our own privaie 
stamp so as to facilitate settle- 
ments. Every one wil have to 


sign forms of reception as proofs 
of good and efficient delivery. 
Hoping to be favoured, we will 
call on you ina few days» for 
your signature.

J. A. CORBEIL, 
Manager of the Private Postal 
Service.

1658 Notre Dame Street. 


The stamp consisted of the signat- 
ure of the initials of the proprietor, 
*J.A.C.", written across the centre 
of the stamp in black ink. The stamp 
was about % of an inch square, and 
consisted of thick blue wove paper, 
perforated. As the initials of each 
stamp were written separately no 
two stamps are exactly the same. 
This post had but a short existence, 
as the Postmaster at Montreal made 
complaint to Ottawa, and the auth- 
orities stopped its operation..

THE OLD CONTROVERSY 


Linn’s Weekly Stamp News for Dec. "th, 
last, publicizes at length an answer to 
Ripley’s claim that Sir Henry Bessemer 
invented the Postage Stamp. 

This controversy crops up at regular 
intervals. The Halifax Philatelist of Jan- 
uary, 1887 had quite an article on the 
James Chalmers claim for recognition. 
Chalmers was a Scottish Printer said to 
have printed experimental stamps from 
movable type in 1834. The H.P. also says 
a Dr. Gray and as many as a half dozen 
were mooted as postage stamp inventors. 


Now Ripley, the “Believe It or Not” 
cartoonist of first time and strange 
events, whose drawings are seen in  var- 


jous newspapers claimed on November 
21st that Sir Henry Bessemer, inventor of 
the Bessemer steel process, was the in- 
ventor of the postage stamp. Checked on 
his statement he replied on Nov. 24th, 
that Bessemer invented a bit of paper 
bearing a stamp and glutinous wash on 
the back that might be attached to a 
letter, and that Sir Rowland Hill him- 
self admitted that credit for the postage 
stamp was due to Bessemer. 


The Linn article states that further in- 
vestigation instituted developed that 
Bessemer at the age of 20 in 1833 had in- 
vented a method of taking copies of 
basso-relievos that enabled him to 
stamp them on cardboard In the hands 


of the unscrupulous this invention could 


have made counterfeiting of stamps an 
easy matter. Bessemer is said to have in- 
formed the stamp authorities of this and 
that he was asked to work out the prin- 
ciple of his invention for the stamp  of- 
fice. This he did, and was offered super- 
intendency of the stamp office in lieu of 
monetary reward. telling his fiance of 
his good fortune, and how the stamp 
could not be removed and used again she 
exclaimed, “but surely, if all stamps had 
a date put on them they could not be 
used again without detection.” Bessemer 
was struck with the truth of this state- 
ment, and the story goes that feeling 
honour bound to tell the authorities, his 
plan was dropped and existing facilities 
adapted for the dating principle. Thus 
went his appointment, and Bessemer is 
said not to have publicized his invention. 
If so, Hill may not have heard of it. On 
the other hand Bessemer may have had 
something to do with  inventing the 
standard cancelling technique.

through the St. Louis Gate, a beau- 
tiful stone structure with both 
spuare and conical towers guarding 
this approach to the “Walled City.” 
This wall stands principally around 


the north and west sides of Upper 
Town, as elsewhere the cliffs and 


steep ledges are Nature’s own con- 


tribution to the plan of security. 


Down St. Louis Street we rode, 
and on into the square. There we 
parked the car directly in front of 
the Champlain Monument (Stamp 
No. 227). This is an sepecially in- 
teresting monument, based on the 
site of Fort St. Louis, built by 
Samuel de Champlain. The monu- 
ment stands betwen the Quebec Post 
Office and the Chateau Frontenac 
Hotel. We strolled about veiwing 
the 46-year old monument from 
every angle. If you look at the stamp 
through a magnifier you may study 
in detail the view from the parking 
area. | 


The figure of Champlain, plumed 
hat in hand, stands facing the 
Square. Beyond the base of the 


monument you can see several set- 
tees and the iron work railing of 
Dufferin Terrace, a promenade said 
to be about 1,400 feet in length. Just 
the other side of the Terrace railing 
is a sheer drop of nearly 200 feet! 
You can stand there and look down 
into the chimney flues of Lower 
Town; but presently your gaze will 
be captured by the river traffic of 
boats, ships and ferries. Then by the 
shores of Levis, rising abruptly 
across the turbulent St. Lawrence. 

There is one minor detail of this 
stamp that has long puzzled me: If 
you will look in the left-hand corner 
of the framed view, just above the 
railing, you will see what appears to 
be a mass of shrubbery or a tree top. 
A similar object appears at the left 
of the monument’s base, just over the 
Terrace railing. Perhaps these were 
engraved there for purely ornament- 
al purposes. I know for a fact there 
are no trees there—they would be 
rooted in empty air! 

Clerk Spoke English 


I visited the Quebec Post Office, 
only a few steps from the Champlain 


Monument. There I had no difficulty 
in locating a clerk who could speak 
English. This young lady was most 
co-operative when I enquired for 
mint Canadian stamps and she quick- 
ly displayed an assortment of the 
current varieties; then stated that a 
certain Quebec collector had become 
tired of his small collection, so had 
turned in his mint stamps for cash. 
I purchased these, along with an as- 
sortment of current issues. Among 
these stamps, which I have kept in- 
tact as an souvenir of the trip, are 
the two stamps picturing the Cetadel 
and a small portion of Lower Town 
(Nos. 174 and 201). This view shows 
the Cetadel as it appears from the 
Quebec-Levis ferry when about in 
mid-stream. Perched high on “The 
Rock,” this stone fortress has long 
stood guard over the St. Lawrence 
channel, highway for craft from 
motorboats to ocean liners.
